Finally, to take you back to college days, a reminder that even the 
smallest appliances — hot plates, microwaves, coffee makers — are 
expressly prohibited on the Mountain, what with their draining the 
power supply and increasing the risk of fire. Such contraband 
items can, and will, be seamlessly re-introduced into the local 
economy at Trader Jim’s Annual Yard Sale. 


Rock, Paper, Scissors: 
Which One is Recyclable? 


Perhaps the natural splendor of this setting makes it easier to 
understand Vermont’s commitment to recycling, which is 
mandatory statewide. Accordingly, please do your part and deposit 
paper and glass in the appropriate bins, which lurk in just about 
every corner of the campus. Using travel mugs instead of 
disposable cups and turning off lights after leaving your room or a 
classroom will also assist this environmental initiative greatly. 
Dead batteries may be deposited in the box at the Front Desk, 
where they will receive a proper disposal and possibly some words 
of remembrance and tribute. 


Exercising Caution 

Walking, jogging, or biking along Route 125 can be both quite 
scenic and quite dangerous, given the near-nonexistent shoulders 
and constant sidewinding of the road, not to mention the presence 
of wildlife in the vicinity.

She has told me that some form of 
memorial fund will be established in Chase’s memory at a later date. I will pass along news about this fund to

What an appropriate question to ask! Legend 
has it that the Tamarack dormitory was built 
following the Great Flash Flood of '44, during 
which Johnson Pond swelled up well beyond 
its banks and submerged the better part of the 
Bread Loaf campus. 

At the time, visiting scholar Lucia Kravitzniak 
and her daughter Tamara were caught 
unsuspectingly playing frisbee on the fields. 
Rather than clamber atop the Inn for safety 
when the deluge began (that’s what the cupola 
is for), the two women swam to a relatively dry 
spot further east of the campus. For three days 


and three nights, mother and daughter camped 
atop the knoll, and constructed a makeshift 
cabin from branches and the battered planks of 
Adirondack chairs, which washed up on their 
shores. 

By the time the floodwaters finally receded, © 
Tamara had become somewhat feral, and 
insisted on remaining in the shack. Lucia, 
frightened by her daughter's rain-induced 
mania, trundled over the muddy fields to return 
to campus. A doctor was called up from 
Middlebury and a rescue party sent out a day or 
so later, but by then Tamara was gone. Some 
say she fled into the woods and lives there still, 
occasionally startling a Bread Loafer who 
chances across her path. 

In memory of the missing girl, a small cross was 
erected on the hilltop with the inscription 
"Tamara K." When the shack finally crumbled in 
a winter nor’easter several years later, a new 
dormitory was built on the spot, and today still 
bears the misspelled name "Tamarack." 


One other theory suggests that Tamarack was
